Chapter 6, National Bank Notes (continued) 

Third Charter Period ^ 

The third charter period began in 1902 and new designs were used on notes issued by 
banks as they received new charters: Face designs $5 Benjamin Harrison, 23rd President; 

$10 William McKinley, 25th President; $20 Hugh McCilloch, Secretary of Treasury 1865-69 
and 1885-5; $50 John Sherman, Secretary of Treasure, 1877-81 and Sec. of State 1897-98 
$100 John J. Knox, Comptroller of Currency, 1872-84. 

Back designs featured landing of the Pilgrims, $5; Female Figure, Ships in background, 
$10; Columbia and Capital at Washington, $20; Allegorical Scene, Train and Female Figure 
at right, primitive man reclining at left, $50; American eagle on shield, with two male 
figures, $100. The first and third issue did not have the dates 1902 and 1908 on the back, 
but the second issue used from 1908 to 1916 did have the dates 1902 and 1908 on the back. 

The first issue is distinguished by a red seal, while the other two had blue seals. 

Only 3 signature combinations were used on the red seal notes. Lyons and Roberts is the 
most common, with Lyons and Treat a bit scarcer, and Vernon and Treat the scarcest. The 
second issue with dates on back is found with these signatures and others. In this issue 
the first and third combinations are most common, along with Vernon and Treat, while the 
Lyons and Treat combination is scarcer, as are Napier - McClung, Napier - Burke, and 
Parker - Burke. The Napier - Thompson combination is still scarcer, and the Tehee - 
Burke combination is the scarcest on the second issue. 

The third issue, blue seal without dates on back, is the most common of the large size 
National Bank Notes, as these were still being issued when the change was made to small 
size notes, and consequently many were saved as souvenirs. All the signature combinations 
used on the first two series are relatively common except the Napier - Thompson combination^ 
Other common combinations in the third issue are Elliot - Burke, Elliot - White, and 
Speelman - White. Somewhat scarce combinations are Woods - White and Woods - Tate which 
are generally a bit more common than the Napier - Thompson combination. Jones - Wood, 
the last combination is by far the scarcest as they did not assume office until Jan 22, 

1929 and only a few banks received large size National Currency with this combination. 

1929 Series National Bank Notes 


The change to small size notes in 1928 resulted in a new series of National Bank 
Notes of the smaller size with brown seals. All carry the Jones - Woods signature 
combination as they were issued from 1929 to 1935 only. However, there are two varieties. 
Type 1 issued July 1929 to May 1933 has two charter numbers in black. Type 2, issued 
May 1933 to 1935 has two charter numbers in brown of smaller type size in addition to the 
two black charter numbers. 

Uncut sheets of Type 1 notes show the same serial number on all notes with changes 
in prefix letter denoting position in sheet. Type 2 notes are numbered consecutively in 
the sheet with same prefix number on all notes. The Type 2 notes are the scarcest. 

Vignettes used on these notes are the same as on all small notes of like denomination. 
Denominations issued by most banks were $5, $10 and $20, with $50 and $100 denominations 
usual ly J imi ted to larger banks. None of the two higher values were issued in 8 of the 
states including Maine. Some banks issued only small size notes, and some closed without 
issuing any small notes. Consolidation into large bank corporations has eliminated 
many bank names today. Collections of notes preserve these names and signatures of their 
officers for future generations. >
